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OYSTER SHELLS. 


Once Little Vaiuea, They Are Now a 
Boon to Oyster Growors. 

Teo yeurs ago avy strunger could 
spot the shure locution uf ap oyster 
lisbery by wenus of the mumumoth 
piles of oyster shells ‘These were 
heaped up on the shore ip great stacks 
suletimes from thirty tu forty feet in 
beight. These shells were considered 
of Uttle value In many places they 
Were actually given away and they 
were used to be crushed up and spread 
over road beds aud they were also 
burned in order to yet the lime from 
them. ‘ 

Today these piles tive disappeared 
nnd if you wanted a ton or so of them 
you would have to pay ad pretty good 
price, simply becuuse the owners want 
to dump them back into the sea. 

There used to be a great deal of 
difficulty in preparing oyster beds for 
breeding purposes. Then it was dis- 
covered that the best possible breed- 
ing place for the embryo oysters was 
on the smooth inside surface of the 
adult oyster shells, and so every yeur 
the shells from the shucked oysters are 
taken out and scattered over the beds. 
The baby oysters attach themselves 
to these surfaces and thrive mightily. 

There are experts today who know 
nothing of fishing for oysters or mar- 
keting them, but who devote all their 
time to the prepuration of artificial 
oyster beds. This hus become a rec 
ognized part of the industry. After the 
shells have been properly spread over 
the bottom of the wuter the spawn 
is liberated upon them and they are 
left to fight their own battles with the 


' crabs, periwinkles, starfish and other

SOURCE OF SHELLAC. 


Insects Producing It Are Victims of 
Their Own Industry. 

Scale insects of the group coccidae 
are responsible for one of India’s most 
Interesting exports, Ine, the export 
value of which amounts to nearly $9,- 
000,000 annuily, Lac ts the resinous 
exudation of the insect. The insects 
live upon the twigs of certain trees, 
and soon become covered with a resi- 
nous secretion that increases in thick: 
ness, protecting the body and the eggs 

When a colony, consisting of a few 
adult females and one or two males, 
find their way to a new branch, they 
attach themselves to the bark, and 
having pierced it with holes through 
which they draw up the resinous juices 
upon which they feed, ther become 
fixed or glued by the superthious excre- 
tion, and after a time die, the females 
forming by their dend bodies tittle 
domes or tents over the myriads of 
minute eggs which they tiave laid. In 
a short tine the exes burst into Hfe, 
and the young, which are very minute, 
swarm over the twig in such countless 
numbers as to give it the appearance 
of Leing covered with blood red dust. 
Generation after generation dwells 
upon the same twig until it is envel- 
oped in a coating of the resinous exu- 
dation often halt an ineb thick. 

In the beginning the insect was much 
collected for the dye it contains, Later 
when the of the resin became 
known the demiund for the dye began 
to diminish, until now it bas been al- 
must completely displaced by econ! tar 
colors, After separating the resin from 
the coloring matter the former constt- 
tutes the shellac of commerce.—Argo- 
naut

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SEASIDE CATCHES, 


Everything From Whales to String In 
Flotsam on British Coast. 


It may come as a surprise to the 
reader to learn that whales and por- 
poisc:s often visit British shores, and 
that several whale-bunts have taken 
Place at prominent seus! ie resorts, 

According to an old tisherman in- 
terviewed by the writer recently, 
Ww .ales are often found when the tide 
is out lying balf-buried in the sand. 
lt Was not s0 very long weo that over 
sixty bottl®-nosed whales were 
stranded in Mount’s Buy, near Ven- 
zance, They came in with the tide, 
anu were left helpless at low water 
Crowds of holiday-makers made their 
way to the beach to inspect the 
Whales, some of which imeasured 
quite 25 feet from ne e to tail, 
eral mischievous iads slashed the le- 
Viathans with pocket knives, and 
eventually the wounded monsters 
were killed by gunshot. Later, when 
the tide returned, the livin= whales, 
nearly forty in number, floated off in- 
to the sea, 

A large whale was once thrown up- 
on the beach at Scarborough, and 
when it came to be measured it was 
found to be no less than 49 feet In 
length, 

Perhaps the largest whale ever 
caught by chance was the one towed 
into Ostend Harbor many years ago. 
It measures over 100 feet in length, 
and weighed 249 tons, Four thous- 
and gallons of oil were obtained from 
the blubber, and the skeleton was 
conveycd to London and exhibited to 
the public at so much per head, 

The sea is constantly throwing up 
strange things upon the shore. Much 
excitement was caused at Mundesley- 
on-Sea, Norfolk, some time ago, when 
it became known that old gold coins 
were being washed up on the beach. 
Men and women flocked to the shore 
in the hope of securing treasure- 
trove. It is said that on various oc- 
casions over $250 in gold coins were 
picked up on the foreshore, scarcely 
a day passing but that guineas, half 
guineas, Georve shillings and six- 
pences were found on the sands, One 
man dissovered a guinea and a half 
guinea well within an hour, Some of 
the older coins which were flung up 
by the sea dated to the reivns of 
Charles IL, William and Mary, and 
Ceorge IIL, and it was surmised that 
they came from the numerous wrecks 
which teok place on the coast years 
ago,
